A con trib utin g factor to colds is 
the mode of living of the average 
persons in the U nited States. 
It is 
far from norm al. 
A diet, not w'ell 
b alanced, is the rule. 
A total a b ­ 
sence of physical exercise is not 
alone the rule, b ut 
a fte r 
thirty 
years of a#:e, the m an or 
w om an 
who persists in athletics or any 
b ranch of athletics is the exception. 
T he people of N orth A m erica are 
fa r m ore neurotic than alm ost any 
other race of people, and this Is due 
to the strenuous life forced upon 


them . 
T he result is overtax of the 
physical b eing and a corresponding 
deterioration in resistan ce to invad­ 
ing germ s. 
To escape colds, apply the old 
adage, "an ounce of prevention is 
w orth a pound of cure.” B uild up a 
b odily resistance capab le of fight­ 
ing off the a tta ck of germ s alw ays 
aw aitin g to a tta c k you.
